the duty of a lawyer to make the case 
of his client his own, and Mr Bunn and 
Major Nelson, in their until ing efforts 
in behalf of their clients, from the open 
mg of the case to its close, have simply 
done then duty, and they have done it

At the conclusion of Mri»Bunn's ar- 


gument, 3Ii Cie«, counsel for the peo
